The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claim: 

Claim 1 has been replaced with 

"A method of treating or reducing vaginal dryness comprising increasing levels 
of a sex steroid precursor selected from the group consisting of 
dehydroepiandrosterone, dehydroepiandrosterone sulfate, androst-5-ene-3b,17b-diol 
and 4-androsten-3,17-dione, in a patient in need thereof by administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of the precursor and further comprising administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of a selective estrogen receptor modulator as part of a 
combination therapy." 
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Remarks 

The above amendment places this case in condition for allowance. 



Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, disclose nor 
make obvious the claimed method of treating or reducing vaginal dryness comprising 
increasing levels of a sex steroid precursor selected from the group consisting of 
dehydroepiandrosterone, dehydroepiandrosterone sulfate, androst-5-ene-3b,17b-diol 
and 4-androsten-3,17-dione, in a patient in need thereof by administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of the precursor and further comprising administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of a selective estrogen receptor modulator as part of a 
combination therapy. 

The cited prior art of record, Utsumi et al. teach that dehydroepiandrosterone 
(DHEA) has been proposed to use clinically in combination with estrogen in the 
treatment of various syndromes associated with climacterium. However, Utsumi et al. 
do not teach DHEA effective for the treatment the specific conditions such as vaginal 
dryness. Therefore, there is no motivation of employing DHEA for the treatment of 
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specific condition such as vaginal dryness without the specific teaching or a suggestion 
for the prior art.
